SACRAMENTO (UPt) -

Knight changed Ills mind 
and announced he would 
seek Knowland’s Senate 
scat. Both ran, anti lost, 
with Democrat Edmund G. 
Brown taking the gover¬ 
norship and Democrat 
Clair Engle becoming sen¬ 
ator. 

Knight, crushed person¬ 
ally as well as politically, 
said he was through .with 
public office although he 
later changed Ills mind. 
For a time he was a tele¬ 
vision commentator and 
taler was a successful 
businessman, 

The GOP split was inten¬ 
sified by Knowland’s back¬ 
ing of a controversial 
•‘right to work” initiative 
which would bar the union 
shop in California. Knight 
said Knowland forfeited 
party loyalty by champi¬ 
oning the Idea. Knowland 
forces said Knight was too 
friendly with organized la¬ 
bor. 

Bluff and outspoken, a 
man who took delight in 
making speeches and en¬ 
joyed the rough and tum¬ 
ble of polities, Knight 
started early by passing 
out handbills in 1910 as a 
14-year-old supporter of 
gubernatorial candidate 
Hiram Jolinson. And as 
late as the age of 69 lie

Act to End 
Drilling 
in Channel 


WASHINGTON W — In 
ail unusual turnabout, U.S. 
Interior Department offi¬ 
cials have announced a 
plan to halt much of the 
oil drilling in flic slick- 
plagued Santa Barbara 
Channel. 

Interior Secretary Wal¬ 
ler J. I-Iickel and other of¬ 
ficials said Thursday that 
the government would at¬ 
tempt to buy back from 
the oil companies the fed¬ 
eral leases for drilling 
along 16 miles of populous 
Santa Barbara area coast¬ 
line. 

The federal sanctuary 
would extend from roughly 
Die summerianri area to a 
point above Golcfa and 
outward from a tliree- 
mile-wide stretch of state 
wafers where California 
already has banned oil op¬ 
erations, spokesmen said. 

A Union Oil drilling plat¬ 
form blew out in the feder¬ 
al waters in January 1969, 
creating a massive slick 
that aroused public indig¬ 
nation by coating hundreds 
of miles of beaches and 
killing fish and birds. 

THE PLAN, which 
would require congression¬ 
al approval, would call for 
■'buying off” most of Hie 
33 channel leases for an 
estimated §2(10 million to 
§390 million, officials said. 

Drilling leases in oilier 
parts of the channel would 
be unaffected by the pro¬ 
posal. Most drilling is done 
ofl the Santa Barbara 
shore. 

Spokesmen said some 
‘‘remedial” drilling may 
be permitted in Die sanc-

Assembly Passes 
Reagan Tax Plan 


SACRAMENTO 0B- Gov. 
Reagan’s SI billion tax re¬ 
form package, aimed basic¬ 
ally at relaxing the lax bur¬ 
den on California’s home¬ 
owners, finally passed the 
Assembly Thursday after a 
titanic struggle. 

To win its passage, the 
Republican governor need¬ 
ed Democratic votes and lie 
got tlicm by promising to 
look everywhere — even if 
it takes a tax increase this 
year — for new state dol¬ 
lars for hard-pressed local 
schools. 

The 47-28 and 66-11 voles 
on the two measures cli¬ 
maxed two weeks of ma¬ 
neuvering by Hie governor 
and Hie Republican leader¬ 


ship alter Democratic op¬ 
position had twice defeat¬ 
ed attempts to' pass the 
package. 

In a written statement 
after the vote, Reagan 
urged the Senate to act 
quickly on the legislation, 
calling tax reform “long 
overdue. The taxpayer has 
been patient long enough." 

JT WAS an important 
election-year victory for 
tlie governor, who is seek¬ 
ing a second term. 

He also took the occa¬

Cost of Living Tied 
to Social Security 


WASHINGTON — The 
House handed President 
Nixon a stunning victory 
Thursday by voting to lie 
future Social Security in¬ 
creases to Die cost of living. 

The automatic living- 
cost escalator, first pro¬ 
posed by Nixon nearly a 
year ago, was written into 
a broad social security re¬ 
form bill giving some 26.2 
million Americans a 5 per 
cent increase in benefits, 
effective next January. 
The automatic feature 
would go into effect a year 
later. 

Vigorously opposed by 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills 
of (lie House Ways and 
Means Committee, the au¬ 
tomatic escalator was add¬ 
ed to llie reform bill by a 
vote of 233 to 144. 


li approved by die Sen¬ 
ate, tliis could signal an 
end to the bi-annual ritual 
wherein Congress moves 
to increase Social Security 
benefits every election 
year. 

PASSED and sent to the 
Senate, the hill would also 
raise from §7,890 to §9,000 
the wage base on which 
Social Security taxes are 
paid and would make 
sweeping changes in Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid to help 
control skyrocketing medi¬ 
cal costs. 

Sponsored by Republi¬ 
cans, but also supported 
by a number of liberal 
Democrats, the automatic 
escalator was attached to

U.S. Loses 
Six More 
Aircraft 

SAIGON (UPD - Allied 
headquarters today an¬ 
nounced the Joss of six 
more U.S. aircraft in Indo¬ 
china and ■ said American 
helicopter gunsliips mis¬ 
takenly opened fire on a 
So utli Vietnamese unit in 
Cambodia, killing nine 
government marines and 
wounding 15. 

■ The accidental gunsliip 
attack on the Marines oc¬ 
curred Thursday 301 miles 
west or Saigon and was de¬ 
scribed as the costliest 
mishap of the offensive 
against Communist bi¬ 
vouacs across the border. 

Military spokesmen said 
tlie Cobra gunsliips’ rock¬ 
ets and bullets hit the 
South Vietnamese units 
while supporting them in a 
firefight. Gen. Creighton 
W. Abrams’ U.S. Com¬ 
mand ordered an investi¬ 
gation into tlie incident. 

THE AIRCRAFT losses 
— five helicopters in Viet¬ 
nam and a Navy F4 Phan¬ 
tom in Laos — all were at- 
trihuterf to guerrilla 
ground fire. A total of sev¬ 
en Americans were killed, 
three wounded and one is 
missing in tlie crashes. 

It brought to 6.850 tlie 
number of U.S. helicopters 
and planes lost in tlie war 
since Jan. 1, 1961. Their 
total value was estimated 
by military sources at §6.8 
billion. 

The 50.000 Allied troops 
now in Cambodia — about 
40,000 South Vietnamese 
and tlie rest Americans — 
reported light fighting dur¬ 
ing Uie night and this 
morning.

NEW YORK Hi — A 25-year-old wom¬ 
an who had been taking a fertility drug 
gave birth to sextuplets Thursday night, 
but all of die infants died within seven 
hours. 

A spokesman at University Hospital 
said Uie infants, five girls and a boy. 
wore born three months premature and 
weighed less than a pound each. 

The mother, Mrs. Martin Dunotf, wife 
of a Manhattan attorney, was reported in 
good condition. A hospital spokesman 
said both she and her husband were sad 
bill ''philosophical” at flic los. of the ba¬ 
bies. 

The hospital said Uie infants were 
tan at. I,wn-miniitc intervals, Ihe First at 


6:07 p.m. The boy and Uiree of tlie girls 
died within two hours, and a fourth girl 
died about four horns after birth. 

Tlie remaining infant, rushed to Beile-. 
vue Hospital shortly before midnight for 
intensive care at a premature infant 
ward, died at 1:04 a.m. today. 

Herbert Kadison, spokesman at Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, said Mrs. Danoff's doc¬ 
tor had expected multiple births, but had 
anticipated no more [.linn triplets. The 
Dnnofts have a son, who is 3. 

There have been only 20 sets of sextu- 
plcts reported born in tlie world since 
1900, the last in December of 1969 to a 
23-year-old London housewife.

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Israel Hits 
Lebanon iii 
Retaliation

Arab guerrillas am¬ 
bushed an Israeli school 
bus on Uie froutier today, 
killing seven children and 
three adults In an attack 
that reduced Israeli Pre¬ 
mier Golda Meir to tears. 

Mothers of five of the 
children were injured in a 
truck wreck later while 
speeding to the scene. 

The incident injured an¬ 
other victim later. An Is¬ 
raeli soldier inspecting the 
scene stepped on a mine 
and it exploded, blowing 
off his foot. 

Israel retaliated against 
Lebanon by shelling four 
border villages, killing 6 
persons and wounding 21, 
a Lebanese military 
spokesman said in Beirut. 
Israeli, commandos at¬ 
tacked an Egyptian Red 
tica naval base during the 
night and planes bit Suez 
Canal positions today. 

Mrs. Meir was talking 
with two Dutch newsmen 
when word was received 
that seven children aged 6 
to 8 were killed along with 
three adults and that 21 
persons were wminded. 
They said she wept and 
mumbled “horrible, horri¬ 
ble” as she wiped away 
her tears.

UPI correspondent Peter 
D. Lynch reported from tlie 
scene that the guerrillas 
waited behind a small 
clump of brush and simul¬ 
taneously fired three Amer¬ 
ican - manufactured 82mm 
bazooka shells point blank 
at the bright green and yel¬ 
low bus. 

“The force of the ba¬ 
zookas that went into Die 
bus blew out every window 
at tlie jwLtil of impact,” an 
Israeli army doctor named 
Issacreported. “Mostoftiie 
children were killed on die 
spot. There were pieces of 
hone and pieces of hand 
and pieces o£ leg all over 
Die place.” 

“I cannot describe how 
horrible it was. There were 
wounded children every¬ 
where. . . . They deliber¬ 
ately waited for tiiis bus. 
An army patrol had passed 
by just before tlie bus came 
and they did not do a thing." 

An Israeli spokesman 
said Arab guerrillas fol¬ 
lowed up the bazooka and 
rifle attack on the school 
bus with an attack oil an 
Israeli army patrol near 
the Arab village of Rhajar 
in ' the foothills of Mount 
Hermon, wounding two Is¬ 
raeli soldiers. This is north 
of tile area where the bus 
was attacked. 

A brief announcement 
from (lie Israeli army said 
commandos with air sup¬ 
port staged a predawn 
commando attack on the 
Egyptian naval base at 
Bur Safaga, on the Red 
Sea 240 miles south of tlte 
Suez Canal and relumed 
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
